OBSEQUIES 

The Political funeral of Richard 
Achilles Ballinger Took Place 
at Minneapolis on the 
9th of September. 


Minneapolis. Sept. 9.-"That Richard 
A. Ballinger has not been true to the 
trust reposed in him as Secretary of the 
Intenor, that he is not deserving of 
public confidence, and tbit he should be 
requested by proper'authorities to re¬ 
sign bis office," sums up the findings of 
the four Democratic members of the 
Balnnger Pinchot investigation commit¬ 
tee of Congress, made public to-day. 
The Republican members issued no re¬ 
port. 

An iod pendent report was given out 
by Madison ( nsurgent) from Kansas, 
which declares also that Ballinger 
"should not be retained; that he was 
an unfaithful trustee of the people's in¬ 
terests, an enemy of conservation,” and 
that the charges of Gifford Pincbot 
should be sustained. 

The decision of the four Democratic 
members and Madison to make the re¬ 
port public followed an unusual session, 
three Republican members. Senator 
Sutherland, of Utah, and Representa¬ 
tives McCall, of Massachusetts, and 
Denby, of Michigan, refusing to attend 
the meeting. Finally, the chairman. 
Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, left the 
committee room and failed to return. 
Nelson gave notice that the meeting 
would be held in Chicago next Tuesday. 
The Democratic members sojourned to 
meet in Washington December 3. Rep¬ 
resentative Oilie M. Jarjps, of Kentuc¬ 
ky. one ot the Democttitic members, 
announced hat all Democrats would re¬ 
fuse to attend the meeting of which 
Nelson had given notice. 

The Democratic findings declare that 
the evidence shows that there Was no 
con* piracy agairst Ballinger and that 
Pinchot and Glavis were faithful trus¬ 
tees of the people's interests.—Ken¬ 
tucky State Journal.

ture. A proud crest of dainty feath¬ 
ers torn from the back of a mother 
bird and the death of a nest full of 
fledglings by slow starvation, are not 
pleasant suggestions to flaunt with 
the group of sweeping aigrettes upon 
the head of beauty. For the wearer 
must be either uninformed, or Indif¬ 
ferent, or unmindful of cruelty. None 
of the excuses will pass muster with 
Intelligent people. 

Aside from a very few sorts, the 
feathers we have worn recently and 
thoee we will wear, are made from 
the plumage of domestic or other edi¬ 
ble birds. No cruelty is practised in 
securing them and thousands of peo¬ 
ple make a living by manufacturing 
the millinery trimmings made of them. 
Feather bands, sewed wings, pom¬ 
pons, breasts and mounted sprays— 


In fact, a world of airy and attractive 
decorations—are cleverly fashioned 
from the feathera of the turkey, chick¬ 
en. pigeon, peacock add pheasant 
These are bleached, dyed, eaten with 
jtclds, pieced and pasted until their, 
'origin Is lost sight of. Other birds 
of bright plumage, such as the parrot 
and birds like the blackbird and spar- 
row. of which there are myriads, are ! 
used, but they are not cruelly treated, 
unless sudden death is cruel. 

The wearing of a bird upon the hat 
may be in questionable taste and at 
present one sees almost no birds, but 
any amount of plumage. Gradually 
the wearing of feathera may die out, 
but the signs of the times do not point 
that way. More plumage Is shown 
now than ever before. Women should 
learn to discriminate In choosing It. 
and select those feathers which they 
may wear with an easy conscience. 
They are obliged to Inform themselves 
In some stales of the Union or run 
the risk of forfeiting their forbidden 
property.

It we make a success of keeping a 
flock of sheep on our farms we must 
get away from the common belief that 
sheep may be kept as scavengers. 
While It Is a fact that sheep will 
clean up weeds and briars, and man 
age to exist on poor pasture, yet this 
is only incidental. 

If we keep a flock of sheep as scav¬ 
engers they soon assume the appear¬ 
and that their purpofih would signify. 
Their fleeces appear seedy and full of 
burrs and briars, and they show the 


the Individuals that they are selecting 
and mating. 

It takes considerable time for a man 
to train his eye and touch so that .he 
can make Intelligent selections even 
from his own flock. 

When we observe the quality and 
study the conditions which surround 
the average farm flock we do not won¬ 
der that the majority of farmers make 
a failure of the sheep business.

Any intelligent farmev who 
is a student of tbe present economic 
conditions cannot fall to see that tbe 
future of the mutton growing and fat¬ 
tening business affords an attractive 
outlook for the farmer who is In a 
position to handle a farm flock of 
from one to two hundred well-bred

ON THE FARM 

SPLENDID RESULTS FOLLOW 
FARMING IN THE CANADIAN 
WEST. 

Americana In Canada Not Asked to 
Forget That They Were Born 
Americans. 

Farm produce today Is remunera¬ 
tive, and this helps to make farm life 
agreeable. Those who are studying 
the economics of the day tell us that 
the strength of the nation lies In the 
ft cultivation of the soil. Farming is no 
W longer a hand-to-mouth existence. It 
means independence, often affluence, 
but certainly independence. 

Calling at a farm house, near one of 
the numerous thriving towns of Al¬ 
berta, In Western Canada, the writer 
was given a definition of “Indepen¬ 
dence" that was accepted as quite 
original. The broad acres of the farm¬ 
er's land had a crop—and a splendid 
one, too, by the way—ripening for the 
reapers' work. The evenness of the 
crop, covering field after field, attract¬ 
ed attention, as did also the neatness 
of the surroundings, the well-built sub¬ 
stantial story-and-a-half log house, and 
the well-rounded sides of the cattle. 
His broken English—ho was a French 
Canadian—was easily understandable 
and pleasant to listen to. He had 
come there from Montreal a year ago, 
had paid $20 an acre for the 320-acre 
farm, with the little improvement it 
had. He had never farmed before, yet 
his crop was excellent, giving evi¬ 
dence as to the quality of the soil, and 
the good Judgment that had been used 
* la Its preparation. And brains count 
in farming as well as "braw." Asked 
how he liked it there, he straightened 
his broad shoulders, and with hand 
outstretched towards the waving fields 
of grain, this young French Canadian, 
model of symmetrical build, replied: 
“Be gosh. yes. we like him—the 
farmin'—well, don’t we, Jeannette?” 
as ho smilingly turned to the young 
wife standing near. She had accom¬ 
panied him from Montreal to bis far- 
west home, to assist him by her wifely 
help and companionship. In making a 
new home In this new land. “Yes, we 
come here wan year ago. and we never 
farm before. Near Montreal, me 
father, he kep de gris' mill, an' de 
cardin’ mill, an’ be gosh! he run de 
cheese factor 1 too. He work, an’ me 
work, an’ us work tarn har', be gosh!

been re-sown to feed. There are t» 
dividual crops which will run as high 
as 45 bushels on acres of 500 and l.OOfi 
acres, but there are others which will 
drop as low as 15. A safe average for 
winter wheat will be 19 bushels. The 
sample Is exceptionally fine, excepting 
in a few cases where It has been wrin¬ 
kled by extreme heat 

The northern section of Alberta has 
been naturally anxious to impress the 
world with the fact that It has not 
suffered from drought, and this is quite 
true. Wheat crops run from 20 to 30 
bushels to an acre, but in a report 
such as this It is really only possible 
to deal with the province as a whole 
and while the estimate may seem very 
low to the people of Alberta. It Is fair 
to the province throughout. 

When the very light rainfall end 
other eccentricities of the past season 
are taken into account. It seems noth¬ 
ing short of a miracle that the Cana¬ 
dian West should have produced 102 
million bushels of wheat, which Is 
less than IS million bushels short of 
the crop of 1909. It is for the West 
generally a paying crop and perhaps 
the best advertisement the country 
has ever had, as it shows that no mat¬ 
ter how dry the year, with thorough 
tillage, good seed and proper methods 
of conserving the moisture, a crop can 
always be produced. 

An some evidence of the feeling of 
the farmers, are submitted letters 
written by farmers but a few days 
ago, and they offer the best proof that 
can be given.

With the exception of some portions 
of Southern Alberta, and also a por¬ 
tion of Manitoba and Southern Sas¬ 
katchewan the grain crops could be 
described as fair, good and excellent. 
The same drought that affected North 
and South Dakota. Montana, Minne¬ 
sota, Wisconsin and other of the 
northern central states extended over 
into a portion of Canada Just men¬ 
tioned. But in these portions the 
crops for the past four or five years 
were splendid and the yields good. 

The great province of Saskatchewan 
has suffered less from drought in pro¬ 
portion to her area under cultivation 
than either of the other provinces.

Instead of the drought 
being confined very largely to the 
south of the main line of the C. P. R. 
it Is to be found In patches right 
through the center of northern Sas¬ 
katchewan also.

A careful checking of the aver¬ 
ages of yield, with the acrcngeojn the 
different districts, gives an average 
yield of 15>4 bushels to the acre. •«.—
